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Story    of  Mason  County,    Illinois 


Aside  from  being  one  of  the  leading  agricultural  counties  of 
west  central  Illinois  (more  than  30  per  cent  of  all  of  its  employed 
persons  are  engaged  in  agriculture  while  13.6  per  cent  are  engaged 
in  L anuf acturing) ,  Mason  County  is  of  wider  interest  because  of  its 
numerous  Abraham  Lincoln  associations  and  because  of  the  important 
state  and  federal  conservation  projects  located  within  its  borders. 
Further  interest  attaches  to  the  county  because  of  its  closeness  to 
cSpoon  River,  the  stream  in  adjoining  Fulton  County  made  famous  by 
an  American  literary  classic,    Spoon  Rtver  Anthology. 

At  the  northwest  corner  of  Mason  County,  on  the  Illinois  River, 
is  located  the  Chautauqua  National  Irtaterfowl  Refuge,  a  great  con- 
servation area  for  wild  game  and  water  fowl  maintained  by  the  United 
States  Biological  Survey.  Another  important  conservation  T)roiect  iu 
the  county  is  the  Penry  Horner  Tree  Nursery,  an  eighty-acre  tract 
maintained  by  the  State  of  Illinois.  In  the  county  is  also  located 
the  Mason  County  State  Forest,  a  natural  woodland  region  northwest 
of  Forest  City.  Smaller  projects  are  Ilineral  Springs  Part  and  the 
Quiver  Lake  recreation  area. 

French,    English,    American 

First  white  men  to  view  the  future  site  of  Mason  County  were 
the  French  explorers,  Father  i'larquette  and  Louis  Jolliet.  After 
having  discovered  the  upper  Mississippi  River  in  1P.73,  they  were 
returning  to  '.ontreal  by  way  of  the  Illinois  River  when  they  passed 
the  wooded  banks  of  land  that  in  aftertimes  became  Mason  County.  Oa 
that  journey  the  two  explorers  claimed  all  of  the  region  they  had 
traversed  for  the  ling  of  France,  and  thus  inland  America  came  to 
be  known  as  Kew  France. 

One  hundred  years  later,  after  the  close  of  the  Frencii  and 
Indian  Iftars,  this  vast  wilderness  domain  came  into  the  possession 
of  the  British.  But  by  that  time  the  thirteen  colonies  had  been 
firmly  established  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard.  Then  came  the  American 
Revolution  of  1775-1783.  After  George  Rogers  Clar'^  and  his  handful 
of  American  backwoodsmen  captured  key  British  military  nosts  at 
Vincennes  and  other  places  in  Indiana  and  Illinois,  the  new  American 
flag  was  for  the  first   time  raised  over  what   is  now  the  .-iidwest. 

There  followed  the  creation,  by  Congress,  of  the  Northwest 
Territory,  out  of  which  were  later  carved  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indi- 
ana, Illinois,  Michigan,  Wisconsin  and  part  of  riinnesota.  liVhen  the 
Territory  of  Illinois  was  formed  in  1809,  future  Mason  County  was 
part  of  St.  Clair  County,  then  in  1812  it  became  part  of  Madison 
County.  Three  years  after  Illinois  was  admitted  to  statehood  (1819), 
Sangamon  County  was  organized  and  it   included  the  region  that  after- 


wards   became    .ason  County.    But    in   1839  this   region  was   transferred 

to  another   new  county Kenard.    And  here    it   remained   until  .lason 

County  was  established   in  1841. 

First   Permanent   Settler 

Although  an  obscure  sr^uatter  naired  Jares  Hokum  is  believed  to 
have  been  the  first  white  nan  to  dwell  on  the  soil  that  afterwards 
became  Havana  city  and  .lason  County,  he  did  not  remain  lon^  and, 
after  a  year  or  two,  disappeared  from  the  annals  of  local  history. 
'.  e  is  first  heard  of  working  as  an  Illinois  Kiver  ferryman  for  :.ajor 
Cssian  ...  Ross,  who  had  earlied  founded  both  Lewistown  and  Fultou 
County  and  who  ir.  1824  had  set  up  a  ferry  service  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Sooon  River,  opposite  the  future  site  of  Havana,  "n  that  site 
at  the  time   lived  the   squatter  James  HoVum. 

If  James  Hokum  was   not   the  first  permanent   settler   of  Havana 

and  I'iason  County,    his   employer,    I-ajor  Cssian    ,.    Ross,    was at 

least  so  far  as  can  be  determined.  For  after  establishing  a  ferry 
across  the  Illinois  River  at  the  mouth  of  the  Snooa  River,  and  after 
founding  Lewistown  and  Fulton  County,  Ilajor  Ross  settled  on  the  site 
that  afterwards  became  Havana  and  there  platted  the  town.  At  Havana 
he  also  built  the  county's  first  hotel,  first  general  store  and 
first  produce  warehouse, 

I^attle   at    Ross'     Ferry 

Two  years  after    'ajor  Ross  started  his  ferry  service,    he  rented 

it  to  another  Fulton  County  settler  and  by  doing  so   unwittingly 

brought  about  the  only  known  battle  between  Mason  County's  pioneers 
and  Indians,  There  are  several  versions  of  this  clash,  which  took 
olace  in  either  1826  or  1828  and  which  involved  a  ferryman  named 
named  either  iallory  or  i^aloney.  Anyway,  Mallory  (the  name  generally 
accepted) ,  after  renting  the  ferryboat  from  Ross,  one  day  received  a 
barrel  of  whiskey  from  tJt,    Louis, 

That  samie  day,  a  party  of  twenty-five  Indians  and  their  squaws 
arrived  in  the  vicinity  of  the  ferry  and  demanded  that  Mallory 
give  them  whiSKey  in  exchange  for  furs.  When  Mallory  refused,  a  few 
of  the  Indians  threatened  him  with  tomahawks.  At  this  point  some  of 
Mallory' s  friends  appeared  on  the  scene  and  a  general  fight  followed, 
with  the  combatants  using  fists,   canes,    stones  and  knives. 

One  account  of  the  battle  says  there  were  no  fatalities,  and 
another  states  that  three  Indians  fell  mortally  wounded.  In  any 
case,  the  Indians  were  routed  and  service  was  once  more  restored  at 
the  Ross  ferry.  Another  version  of  the  encounter  says  it  would  have 
been  much  more  serious  if  the  Indian  Squaws  had  not  quickly  secreted 
their  husband's  guns  when  the  trouble  first  started, 

"Ross'  s   Hotel" 

About  a  year  or  two  after  the  Indiauj  battle  Kajor  Ross  moved 
across  the  Illinois  River  and  settled  on*'the  site  that  afterwards 
became  Havana.  He  not  only  resumed  operation  of  the  ferry  himself 
but  built  a  combination  warehouse  and  general  store  here,  and  this 
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was  the  first  commercial  building  in  what  is  now  Mason  County.  A 
sizable  number  of  customers  at  this  store  were  some  of  the  Indians 
who  still  remained  in  the  area. 

Then,  about  1831,  Major  Ross  constructed  another  combination 
building,  and  this  became  a  landmark  of  importance  in  the  Illinois 
River  country  of  that  period.  For  it  was  both  a  home  for  Ross  and 
and  his  family  and  a  hotel  for  newcomers  to  the  region.  It  soon 
was  being  widely  referred  to  as  "Ross's  Hotel."  A  little  later. 
Major  Ross  opened  a  general  store   in  the  hotel.    The  major  conducted 

this  hotel the  first    in  Mason  County until   his   death     in 

1837.    Afterwards   it  was  operated  by  one  of   his  sons,    Harvey  K.    Ross. 

Abe  Lincoln,    Surveyor 

It  was  in  1836,  when  what  is  now  Mason  County  was  still  a  part 
of  Sangamon  County,  that  Abe  Lincoln,  as  deputy  surveyor  for  Sanga- 
mon, laid  out  the  village  of  Bath.  At  a  later  date,  Bath  was,  for 
some  years,  the  seat  of  Mason  County.  Still  in  existence  and  with 
a  present  population  of  more   than  400  inhabitants,    Bath  possesses 

a  unique   historical  marker  a  white  pole  in  Market   Square  which 

marks  the  starting  point  of  Abraham  Lincoln's  survey  of  the  village. 
In  1858  Lincoln  one  more  appeared  in  Bath  when  he  delivered  a  polit- 
ical speech  at  the  home  of  his  friend,  General  James  M.  Ruggles»  an 
early  settler  of   the  village. 

Mason  Ounty  Organizcdi 

As  more  and  more  newcomers  settled  at  Havana,  which  now  was 
something  of  a  river  steamboat  capital,  and  as  an  increasing  number 
of  homesteaders  staked  out  claims  on  the  prairies  in  what  was  then 
(late  1830' s)  the  northern  portion  of.  Menard  County,  a  movement  was 
started  among  these  residents  for  the  formation  of  a  new  county 
north  of  the  Sangamon  River  and  east  of  the  Illinois  River. 

Soon  petitions  were  in  circulation,  and  when  enough  signatures 
were  obtained,  the  matter  was  brought  before  the  Illinois  state 
legislature  at  Springfield.  As  a  result  of  this  action.  Mason  County 
was  created  by  law  on  January  20,  1841.  The  bill  for  its  organiza- 
tion was  signed  by  Governor  Thomas  Carlin  on  that  date.  The  new 
county  was  named  after  a  county  in  Kentucky  from  which  many  of  the 
Illinois  settlers   heid  emigrated, 

Bath  Becoaes  County  Scat 

Although  at  first  there  was  considerable  agitation  regarding 
the  location  of  a  seat  for  the  new  county,  the  dispute  was  finally 
settled  in  1843  when  the  voters  of  Mason  decided  in  favor  of  Bath  — 
the  village  that  had  earlier  been  surveyed  by  Abraham  Lincoln.  A 
leading  resident  of  Bath  then  was  Major  Gatton,  who  a  few  years 
later  established  a  grain  and  mercantile  business  there  with  General 
J.  M,  Ruggles  (who  won  his  title  in  the  Civil  War) .  It  was  at  Gen- 
eral Ruggles  house  that  his  friend,  Abraham  Lincoln,  delivered  a 
speech  to  the  people  of  Bath  in  1858. 


Henry  Onstot 

An  outstanding  pioneer  resident  of  Mason  County  was  Henry 
Onstot,  who  arrived  in  1846  and  who  for  many  years  conducted  a 
cooper  shop  in  Havana.  Before  that,  he  had  run  a  cooper  shop  at 
the  village  of  New  Salem,  in  Menard  County,  and  one  of  his  assist- 
ants in  the  shop  was  Abe  Lincoln.  The  future  president  also  lived 
for  a  few  years  in  Henry  Onstot' s  home.  It  was  one  of  Henry  Cnstot's 
sons,  T.  G.  Onstot,  who  wrote  Pioneers  of  Menard  and  Mason  Counties , 
a  volume  published  in  1902  and  considered  a  primary  source  of  in- 
formation on  the  history  of  those  two  counties. 

County  Seat   Moved    to  Havana 

After  another  election,  held  in  1851,  Mason  County's  seat  of 
justice  was  moved  from  Bath  to  Havana.  It  has  remained  in  uavana 
since  that  year.  In  Onstot' s  history  of  the  county,  we  read  these 
words.  "The  people  of  Havana  did  not  wait  until  a  court  house  was 
built,  but  rented  the  upstairs  of  Dr.  Loveland's  new  building,  also 
some  other  rooms  for  offices,  and  taking  a  couple  of  wagons,  went 
to  Bath  and  moved  the  archives  up  to  Havana.  The  court  house  in  Bath 
was  sold  for  a  schoolhouse. " 

A  courthouse  was  soon  under  construction  in  Havana,  however, 
and  this  was  completed  late  in  1851.  It  was  a  small  brick  edifice, 
designed  in  simple  style  and  characterized  by  a  single  cornice. 
Here,,  in  the  years  following,  appeared  some  of  the  prominent  lawyers 
of  the  day,  not  least  of  them  being  Abraham  Lincoln.  This  court- 
house remained  standing  until  1882  when  it  was  destroyed  by  fire. 
A  replica  of    it  was   built  on  the  same  site  a  year   later  and   this 


Taylor  House 

One  of  the  oldest  hotels  in  the  state,  the  Vialker  House  ia 
Havana  was  a  favorite  stopping-place  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  other 
lawyers  during  "court  week"  in  the  county  seat.  Built  before  the 
0'iddle  of  the  nineteenth  century,  this  edifice  was  at  first  called 
the  l^alker  House,  but  in  1866  its  name  was  changed  to  Taylor  House, 
It  is  a  three-story  building  of  brick  construction,  painted  white, 
and  with  old-fashioned  wooden  awnings  in  front. 

Lincoln   and  Douglas 

It  was  during  the  Illinois  senatorial  campaign  of  1858,  and 
before  the  series  of  great  debates  between  them,  that  Lincoln  and 
his  opponent,  Stephen  A.  Douglas,  delivered  campaign  speeches  in 
Havana.  When  Lincoln  arrived  early  in  the  afternoon  of  August  13, 
1858,  Douglas  was  still  speaking  to  a  crowd  of  Havana  citizens.  But 
the  tall  Springfield  lawyer  did  not  answer  the  "Little  Giant"  until 
the  following  day,  and  in  his  address  he  humorously  brushed  off  a 
supposed  threat  to  "fight"  him  made  by  Douglas  the  day  before.  "He 
and  I, "  said  Lincoln,  "are  about  the  best  friends  in  the  world,  and 
when  we  get  together  he  would  no  more  think  of  fighting  me  than  of 
fighting  his  wife. " 


A  few  days  later,  Lincoln  was  visiting  at  the  home  of  his 
friend  General  J.  h.  fiuggles,  in  Bath,  when  a  crowd  gathered  before 
the  house  and  called  for  a  speech.  Lincoln  accoDimodated  the  crowd, 
speaking  from  the  second-floor  balcony  of  the  Ruggles  mansion.  At 
the  end  of  that  memorable  senatorial  campaign.  General  Suggles  was 
ill  on  election  day,  but  this  did  not  stop  him  from  voting  --  he 
had  himself  carried  on  a  stretcher  to  the  polling  place  so  that  he 
could  vote  for  Lincoln. 

Topeka  Platted 

Cne  of  the  oldest  villages  in  'lason  County  today  is  Topeka.  It 
was  platted  in  1358  by  Moses  Eckard  and  Sic  hard  Thomas  on  land  orig- 
inally owned  by  David  Beal,  early  settler.  First  resident  of  the 
village  was  J.  L.  Yates,  a  blacksmith.  He  was  followed  by  Dr.  E.  2. 
Nichols,  who  built  the  second  house  in  Topeka  and  who  was  the  vil- 
lage's first  physician.  A  postoffice  was  established  at  Topeka  in 
ISnO,  and,  in  1865,  the  Methodist  Church  was  built.  Now  the  only 
community  in  Quiver  Township,  Topeka  had  a  1950  population  of  72. 
It  is  located  near  the  ilenry  Horner  State  Tree  Nursery,  eighty  acre 
conservation  tract  iraintained  by  the  State  of   Illinois. 

Chautauqua   Waterfowl    Refuge 

An  unusual  project  in  'lason  County  is  the  Chautauqua  r,ata)onal 
Waterfowl  Refuge,  located  along  the  Illinois  Siver  at  the  northwest 
corner  of  the  county.  Consisting  of  more  than  4,000  acres  of  fenced- 
in  marshes,  bays  and  small  lakes  and  with  a  shore  line  eleven  miles 
long,  this  refuge  is  maintained  by  the  United  States  Biological 
Survey  for  the  protection  and  propagation  of  wild  game  and  water 
fowl.  Each  fall  it  is  visited  by  thousands  of  mallards,  blue  bills, 
teal,  snow  geese,  wood  ducks,  red  heads  and  other  types  of  migratory 
fowl.  Not  only  is  the  shore  line  of  the  refuge  patrolled  to  prevent 
illegal  hunting,  but  a  100-foot  steel  lookout  tower  at  headquarters 
of  the  reservation  provides  a  view  for  several  miles  in  all  direc- 
tions. At  the  south  end  of  the  reservation  is  located  Quiver  Lake,  a 
recreational  area  of  summer  homes  and  tourist  cabins, 

Henry  Horner  Tree   INursery 

Another  outstanding  conservation  project  in  Mason  County  is 
the  Henry  Horner  State  Tree  Nursery,  located  northeast  of  Havana. 
It  was  established  in  1934  by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Conser- 
vation. From  here  are  shipped  trees  used  in  various  state  parks, 
oicnic  areas,  about  memorials  and  monuments,  and  along  highways. 
The  nursery  was  named  after  Henry  Horner,  who  was  governor  of  Illi- 
nois at  the  time  it  was  established.  The  late  Governor  Horner  was 
one  of  America's  leading  collectors  of  Lincoln  literature,  and  his 
collection  now  rests  in  the  Illinois  State  Historical  Library  at 
Springfield. 

"Who's  Who"    in  Mason  County 

From  the  latest    (1954-1955)   edition  of  that  standard  reference 
work,    Mho's    Hho   in  America,   we   learn  that  Mason  County's  best  known 


resident  today  is  Scott  W.  Lucas,  who  served  two  tenr^s  in  the  Senate 
of  the  Inited  States.  Born  at  Chandlerville,  Illinois  (just  south  of 
Mason  County),  on  February  19,  1892,  Scott  Lucas,  after  graduating 
from  Illinois  Viesleyan  University  and  serving  in  the  first  Viorld 
War,  began  the  practice  of  law  at  Havana  following  his  discharge  iror 
the  Army.    In  1920   he  was   elected  state's  attorney  of  !;ason  County. 

After  serving  as  chairman  of  the  Illinois  Tax  Commission  from 
1933  to  1935,  Scott  Lucas  was  elected  to  Congress  from  the  2H1 
Illinois  District  and  served  two  terms  in  that  body.  Then,  in  193S, 
he  was  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate,  l^hile  a  senator,  he  was 
one  of  three  members  of  the  delegation  representing  the  Un.ited 
States  at  the  Refugee  Conference  in  Bermuda  in  1943.  In  1947  he 
was  elected  majority  leader  of  the  Senate.  A  democrat,  Scott  Lucas 
maintains   his   home   in  Kavana. 

Mason   Coanty  Today 

On   the  basis  of   latest   United   States   census   figures.    Mason 

County  in  1950   had  a  total   oopuiation  of   15,326 which   in  po;?u- 

iation  rank  placed  it  1,806th  among  the  3,103  counties  of  the 
United  States.  Its  principal  city  and  county  seat,  Havana,  bad  a 
total  of  4,379  inhabitants.  Having  a  land  area  of  541  square  L-^iles, 
the  county's  density  of  population  was  28  inhabitants  per  square 
mile. 

Of  .•'lason's  total  population,  4,379  were  classified  as  urban 
dwellers  (most  of  whom  lived  in  Favana  and  ^^ason  City),  6,640  were 
classified  as   rural   non-farm  residents,    and  4,307   were  classified 

as  rural  farm  dwellers.    In  1950  there  were  1,516   infants  under  five 
years  of  age   in   the  county,    and  1,714  persons  sixty-five  years  old    — 
and  over;    the  median  age  was  given  as  32.8  years.    That  same  year 
there  were  9,965  potential  voters  in  Mason  County. 

Under  the  heading  of  vital  statistice,  303  infants  were  born, 
172  deaths  occurred,  (15  of  them  infants),  and  165  marriages  were 
performed.  The  number  of  families  (two  or  more  persons  related  by 
marriage  or  blood)  in  the  county  in  1950  was  4,125,  and  the  median 
income  of  all  of  these  families  that  year  was  $2,940.  The  figures 
showed  further  that  30.8  per  cent  of  all  families  had  an  income  of 
less  than  $2,000  and  16.7  per  cent    had  an   income  of   $5,000  or  more. 

In  1950  iiason  County  had  a  potential  labor  force  of  11,530 
(persons  fourteen  years  old  and  over)  and  5,526  were  actually  em- 
ployed. Of  the  latter  number,  most  were  engaged  in  agriculture, 
(1,620),  and  the  next  largest  group  (1,026)  were  engaged  in  whole- 
sale and  retail  trade.  Slightly  more  than  700  were  engaged  in 
manufacturing. 

In  the  field  of  housing,  the  county  had  5,219  dwelling  units 
in  1940  and  5,488  in  1950.  The  median  number  of  rooms  per  unit  was 
5.1.  More  than  91  per  cent  of  the  houses  in  1950  were  one-dwelling 
unit  detached  structures,  43.1  per  cent  had  hot  running  water  with 
private  toilet  and  bath.  59.6  per  cent  were  owner  occupied,  45.6 
per  cent   had  central  heating,   81.4  per  cent   had  mechanical  refrig- 


erators  and  9o.4  per  cent    had  radios.    The  median  value  of  all  noa- 
fariii.  dwelling  units   in  the  county  was   given  as   $4,175. 

ivhen  the  last  Inited  States  business  census  was  taken  in  i!)4S, 
there  were  278  retail  stores  in  ''.ason  County,  and  the  sales  for 
that  year  amounted  to  $i4,S13,(X)0.  The  largest  group  among  retail 
establishirents  were  eating  and  drinking  places,  which  totaled  84 
and  which  grossed  $1,949,009.  The  next  largest  group  were  food 
stores,  which  totaled  47  and  which  grossed  $3,192,000  in  sales  in 
1948.  There  were  39  wholesale  houses  that  year,  and  these  grossed 
$10,927,000. 

In  the  field  of  iranuf acturing,  "'ason  County  had,  in  1947  (when 
these  figures  were  last  obtained)  a  total  of  19  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments, and  these  produced  goods  and  ciaterials  in  the  amount  of 
$2,307,000.    These   plants  employed  589  workers. 

In  1950  there  were  1,157  farms  in  the  county,  of  which  1,091 
were  classified  as  commercial  farms.  The  average  value  of  land  and 
buildings  per  farm  for  all  farms  was  $35,183.  Tn  1949  the  value  of 
farm  products  sold  (crops,  livestock,  poultry,  dairy  products)  was 
$10,290,000.  Farm  expenditures  in  1949  were  $684,000  for  livestock 
and  poultry  feed,    and  $449,000  for  hired  labor. 
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CITY       of       HAVANA 


Principal  city  and  seat  of  justice  of  Mason  County  is  Havana, 
which  in  1950  had  a  total  population  of  4,379.  It  is  located  on  the 
Illinois  River,  opposite  the  mouth  of  Spoon  River,  and  is  served  by 
the  Illinois  Central  and  the  Chicago  &  Illinois  Midland  railroads, 
as  well  as  by  US  136  and  state   highways  97  and  10. 

A  manufacturing  center  and  shipping  point  for  agricultural  pro- 
ducts, Havana  is  also  a  residential  community,  its  tree-shaded  streets 
and  white-painted  homes  affording  pleasant  surroundings  and  comfort- 
able shelter.  It  is  the  oldest  community  in  Mason  County,  having 
been  laid  out  in  the  early  1830* s  by  Major  Ossian  M.  Ross,  who  also 
was  the  founder  of  both  Lewistown  and  Fulton  County. 

An  outstanding  sight  in  Havana  is  the  Mason  County  Courthouse, 
which  was  built  in  1882  and  which  is  a  replica  of  an  earlier  court- 
house on  the  same  site.  An  historical  marker  in  Rockwell  Park  com- 
memorates a  speech  delivered  in  Havana  by  Abraham  Lincoln  in  1858. 
One-half  mile  north  of  Havana  is  located  Mineral  Springs  Park,  while 
just   south   of    the   city    is    situated  Matanza  Airport. 
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SAN        JOSE 

At  the  eastern  edge  of  Mason  County,  on  the  Chicago  &  Alton 
Eailroad  and  on  DS  i3fi,  is  located  the  village  of  San  Jose,  with  a 
population  of  450.  It  is  the  largest  community  in  Allen  Grove  Town- 
ship, which  has  a  total  population  of  884.  The  village  was  platted 
in  1857  by  Daniel  Dillon,  Alexander  "Vi .  Morgan,  Silas  Parker  and 
Zenas  B.  Sedder.  Today,  part  of  San  Jose  is  located  in  adjoining  Lo- 
gan County.  First  house  in  the  village  was  built  by  Moses  C.  Kicks, 
and  he  later  erected  San  Jose's  first  grain  elevator  and  first 
school. 
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BATH 

Directly  south  of  Havana,  on  State  78,  lies  the  historic  village 
of  Bath,  with  a  1950  population  of  423.  The  village  was  surveyed  in 
1836  by  Abraham  Lincoln,  who  then  was  deputy  surveyor  of  Sangamon 
County   (at   that   time  Mason  County  was  not   in  existence). 

A  white  pole  in  the  village's  Market  Square  marks  the  starting 
point  of  Lincoln's  survey.  At  a  later  time  (1858),  Lincoln  again 
visited  Bath,  this  time  as  a  candidate  for  senator.  On  the  day  of 
his  visit  he  was  a  guest  at  the  home  of  General  J.  M.  Ruggles,  early 
and  prominent  resident  of  bath. 


S   A  I   D  0  R   A 


Another  community   in  Bath  Township    is   the   hamlet  of   Saidora, 
which  in  1950  had  a  population  of   15.    It  is  served  by  the  postoffice 
at   nearby  Chandlerville    (in  Cass  County).    The  village  is  located  on 
State  78,    not   far  from  the  legended  Sangamon  River. 
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Another  coirinanity  in  Allen  Grove  Township  is  the  hamlet  of 
Natrona,  which  in  1950  had  a  population  of  89.  It  is  located  on  the 
Chicago  cc  Alton  Railroad,  The  hajnlet  serves  as  a  trading  center  fo'^ 
the  farm  community  surrounding  it. 


CRA^E     CREEK       TOWINSHIP 

iMthout  any  villages  or  towns.  Crane  Creek  Township  is  entirely 
devoted  to  farming.  In  1950  it  had  a  total  population  of  354.  The 
township  is  bordered  on  the  south  by  the  Sangamon  River,  a  stream 
celebrated  for  its  Abraham  Lincoln  associations.  First  permanent 
settlers  of  Crane  Creek  Township  were  James  Price,  Enoch  Estep  and 
Spence  Clary,  all  of  whom  arrived  in  1830.  In  1837  there  came  James 
Walker,  and  around  his  cabin  a  settlement  grew  up  which  was  known 
as  V/alker's  Grove. 
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FOREST       CITY 

Located  near  Mason  County  State  Forest,  a  conservation  tract 
of  more  than  1,000  wooded  acres  maintained  by  the  State  of  Illinois, 
Forest  City  has  a  present  population  of  278.  This  village  was  platted 
in  1859  by  livalker,  Xemp,  In/right  and  1*agonseller,  a  pioneer  real  estate 
development  firm.  In  1865  an  addition  was  made  to  the  village  by 
David  S.  Broderick.  The  first  house  in  Forest  City  was  built  by  Alex 
Cross,  one  of  the  village's  surveyors.  Forest  City  is  the  principal 
community  in  Forest  City  Township,   with  a  total  population  of   601. 
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BISHOP 

Another  community  in  Forest  City  Township  is  the  hamlet  of 
Bishop,  which  in  L950  had  a  population  of  52.  It  was  named  after 
Henry  Bishop,  who  was  among  the  first  settlers  of  the  township.  He 
arrived  in  1842. 
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KILBOURKE 


South  of  Havana,  on  State  78,  may  be  found  the  village  of 
Kilbourne,  with  a  1950  population  of  374.  The  village  was  platted 
in  1870  by  John  B.  Gam.  It  is  the  principal  community  of  Kilbourne 
Township,  the  total  population  of  which  is  785.  First  settler  of 
the  township  was  Absalom  Mount,  who  arrived  in  1831  and  built  a 
log  cabin  in  the  southwest  portion  of  what  is  now  Kilbourne  vil- 
lage. Later  he  erected  a  mill  on  nearby  Crane  Creek.  The  village 
and  township  were  named  after  Edward  Kilbourne,  an  early  railroad 
official  of  the  region. 
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S^ICARTE 

Only  community  in  Lynchburg  Township,  on  the  Illinois  River 
in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  county,  is  Snicarte.  It  is  a  vil- 
lage of  104  inhabitants  and  is  served  by  the  postoffice  at  nearby 
Bath.  The  population  of  Lynchburg  Township  today  is  364.  Recorded 
as  the  first  white  settler  of  the  township  is  Nelson  Abbey,  who 
came  in  1854.  A  small  grocery  store  was  openea  in  the  township  in 
185S  by  Mark  A.  Smith,  and  this  became  the  nucleus  of  Snicarte 
village. 
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One  of  the  older  towns  of  the  county  is  Manito,  which  toady 
has  a  population  of  869.  It  was  founded  in  1858  by  James  K.  Cox, 
Robert  xl.  Cox  and  William  A,  Langston.  One  of  the  first  residences 
in  the  town  was  built  by  James  K.  Cox;  he  also  erected  the  first 
general  merchandise  store.  The  original  Methodist  Church  was  con- 
structed in  1867.  Manito  is  the  principal  community  of  Manito  Town- 
ship, which  has  a  total  population  of  1,287.  First  settler  of  the 
township  was  Tftfilliam  Herron,  who  arrived  in  1838  and  built  a  log 
cabin  just  east  of  the  future  site  of  Manito. 
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MASOIN       CITY 

Second  largest  community  in  the  county  is  Mason  City,  with  a 
present  population  of  2,004.  It  is  located  in  the  eastern  portion 
of  the  county  on  the  Illinois  Central  and  Chicago  ^  Alton  railroads 
and  on  state  highways  10  and  29.  Although  Vfilliam  Maloney  entered 
the  land  on  which  Mason  City  stands  as  early  as  1849,  the  townsite 
was  not  surveyed  until  1857.  The  original  plat  of  the  town  contained 
240  acres.    A  number  of  additions  were  made  later. 

A  blacksmith  shop  was  the  first  building  in  Mason  City;  it  was 
the  first  building  in  Ilason  City;  it  was  erected  by  David  Dare.  The 
second  building  was  a  general  store  built  by  Henry  Keefer,  The  city 
is  now  the  largest  commynity  in  Mason  City  Township,  with  a  total 
population  of  2,538.  First  settler  of  the  township  was  Isaac  Engle, 
who  came   in  1830. 


LUTHER 

Another  community  in  Mason  City  Township  is  the  hamlet  of 
Luther,  with  a  population  of  40.  It  is  located  east  of  Mason  City 
on  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad.  The  hamlet  serves  as  a  trading 
center  for  the  farming  community  around  it. 
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TEHERAN 

Seven  miles  west  of  Mason  City,  on  the  Illinois  Central  Rail- 
road, is  situated  the  hamlet  of  Teheran,  with  a  1950  population  of 
59.  It  was  laid  out  on  land  originally  belonging  to  Alec  Blunt. 
One  of  the  first  buildings  of  the  hamlet  was  a  general  store  built 
byA.  J.  Gates.  The  postoffice  was  established  here  in  1874,  with 
W.  T.  Rich  as  first  postmaster.  Teheran  is  the  only  community  in 
Pennsylvania  Township,  which  has  a  total  population  of  442.  First 
settler  of  the  township  was  Ambrose  Edwards,  who  came  in  the  early 
1830 's  and  built  a  log  cabin  in  what  was  afterwards  called  Red  Oak 
Grove. 
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T  0  P  E  K  A 

Just  northeast  of  Havana,  near  the  Mason  County  State  Forest, 
lies  the  village  of  Topeka,  with  a  1950  population  of  72  The  vil- 
lage was  platted  in  1858  by  Moses  Eckard  and  fiichard  Thomas  on  land 
originally  belonging  to  David  Beal.  First  resident  of  the  village 
was  a  blacksmith,  J.  L.  Yates.  The  second  house  in  Topeka  was  built 
by  Br.  fi.  1.  Nichols,  and  he  was  the  village's  first  doctor.  The 
Methodist  Church  was  built  in  1865.  Topeka  is  the  only  community  in 
Quiver  Township,  with  a  total  population  of  395.  First  settler  of 
the  township  is  believed  to  have  been  John  Barnes,  who  arrived  be- 
tween 1835  and  1837. 

SALT      CREEK       TOWINSHIP 

Bounded  oa  the  south  by  the  historic  Sangamon  River  and  on 
the  north  by  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  Salt  Creek  Township  is 
entirely  devoted  to  agricultural  pursuits,  there  being  no  villages 
in  the  area.  In  1950  it  had  a  total  population  of  361.  Recorded  as 
first  to  enter  land  in  Salt  Creek  Township  is  Leonard  Alkers,  who 
in  1829  acquired  a  tract  of  120  acres,  Ihe  second  to  enter  land  here 
was  William  Hagans,  who  also  staked  out  120  acres.  An  early  resi- 
dent of  the  township  was  Aunt  Hannah  Armstrong,  friend  of  the  youth- 
ful Abhrham  Lincoln  and  mother  of  Duff  Armstrong,  who  won  acquittal 
on  a  murder  charge  after  being  defended  by  Lincoln  at  Beardstown, 
Illinois.

Points  of  Constitutional  Law. 


Congreas  must  meet  at  least  once  a  year. 

Congress  may  admit  as  many  new  states  as 
desired. 

One  State  cannot  undo  the  act  of  another. 

By  the  Constitution  every  citizen  is  guaranteed 
a  speedy  trial  by  jury. 

Congress  cannot  pass  a  law  to  punish  for  a 
crime  already  committed. 

A  person  who  commits  a  felony  in  one  State 
cannot  find  refuge  in  another. 

Treaties  with  foreign  powers  are  {sade  by  the 
President  and  ratified  by  the  Senate. 

The  territories  each  have  a  delejiate  to  Congress 
who  is  allowed  the  privilege  of  debate,  but  not  the 
right  to  vote. 

The  Vice-President,  who  ex-officio  presides  over 
the  Senate  has  no  vote  in  that  body  except  in  case 
a  tie  ballot. 

If  the  President  holds  a  bill  longer  than  ten 
days  while  Congress  is  in  session  it  becomes  a 
law  without  his  signature. 

An  act  of  Congress  cannot  become  a  law  over 
the  President's  veto  except  on  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
both  houses. 

The  House  of  Representatives  may  impeach  the 
President  for  any  crime,  but  the  Senate  has  the 
sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  require  a  two-third  vote  of  each  House  of 
Congress,  and  must  be  ratified  by  at  least  three- 
fourths  of  the  States. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  must  be  at 
least  35  years  of  age;  a  Senator,  30;  a  Congress- 
man, 25;  The  President  must  have  been  a  resident 
of  the  United  States  fourteen  years. 

A  naturalized  citizen  is  not  eligible  to  the  office 
of  President  of  the  United  States.  A  male  child 
born  in  a  foreign  land  to  American  parents  has  an 
equal  chance  to  become  the  President  with  one  bom 
on  American  soil. 

The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every 
State  a  Republican  form  of  government,  and  shall 
protect  each  of  them  against  invasion,  and  on  ap- 
plication of  the  Legislature  or  of  the  Executive 
(when  the  Legislature  cannot  be  convened), 
against  domestic  trouble. 
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
